1-  That  the  proposed  extension  is  of  no  benefit  to  tiie 
general  public,  for  the  reason  that  said  West  Leith  Street  cannot 
be  extended  further  than  Pairfield  Avenue  and  will  not  serve  as 
any  better  outlet  for  travel  to  the  west  than  is  already  provided 
for  ly  other  streets  equally  convenient, 

2-  That  the  proposed  extension  is  intended  for  the 
benefit  of  a very  few  at  an  excewstve  expense  and  injury  to  the 
property  of  others. 

3-  That  the  proposed  extension  is  in  a measure  an 
injury  to  the  entire  city,  for  the  reason  that  it  destroys  part 
of  the  beauty  of  Pairfield  Avenue,  one  of  the  citif4s  most  beau- 
tify! residence  streets. 

4-  That  the  value  of  Pairfield  Avenue  property  depends 
largely  on  the  conditions  now  existing,  l.e.,  long  blocks  and 
large  lots,  and  that  it  would  be  unjust  to  deprive  the  property 
owners  of  these  conditions,  unless  it  be  for  the  benefit  of  the 
general  public. 

6-  That  only  one  party  owning  property  on  the  proposed 
extension  has  asked  for  or  is  in  favor  of  such  extension, 

6-  That  the  cost  of  said  extension  v/ill  be  very  heavy, 
because  of  the  valuable  property  to  be  condemned  and  the  ex- 
tensive grading  necessary. 
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7-  That  the  greater  part  of  the  cost  of  grading, 
■building  of  8ide-walkB,  and  eventually  the  paving  of  said 
extension  will  fall  upon  Fairfield  Avenue  property  owners,  who 
are  not  Taenefitted  tut  injured  ty  said  extension# 

8-  That  there  is  only  ninety-two  (92)  feet  on  one 
side  of  the  proposed  extension  which  is  ever  likely  to  "be  sold 
as  Vest  Leith  Street  frontage# 

9-  That  if  another  cross  street  from  Hoagland  to 
Fairfield  Avenues  is  deemed  necessary,  this  is  not  the  best 
location  for  the  convenience  of  the  general  public,  being  only 
three  hundred  (300)  feet  from  Pontiac  Street  now  the  only 
cross  street  between  Creighton  Avenue  and  Organ  Avenue#

4-  That  tha  Talue  of  PairrieZd  Avanua  property  dapends 
larealy  on  the  conditions  now  existing,  i.e.,  long  blocks  and 
Isxga  lots,  and  that  it  would  be  unjust  to  deprive  the  property
